The Man Arrested as Three 


Fingered Jack * 


OKDAINKD 
AS 
MINISTKE 


His History as a Detective In the Sid- 


ney Bell Case—Why 


He Quit. 


H. E. WhiteeideB, who is known to 


the local police aa Three Fingered Jack, 
and who was shot at on Thanksgiving 
Day by May Dal ton, hue an eventful his- 
tory. 


He became known to tbe people of 


Fresno first by being arrested on BUB* 
picionof having murdered Albert Lee, 
who was found dead some weeks ago on 
L street, near tbe corner of Mono. Lee's 
face and skull bed been mashed with a 
heavy fence picket. 


A negro named Goodrich, who had 


been Been in AVhitesides' company for 
several days before tbelmnrder, was also 
arrested, and after the two bad been 
kept in confinement for several weeks 
they were released, no evidence having 
been found against them. 


Whitesides was interviewed last night 


by a KBMJOUCAN reporter and was asked 
for a brief eketcb of bio career. He hesi- 
tated at first, bnt finally coneented to 
lay bis biography before the public. 


He Is not a bad looking young man of 


about 30 years of age, tall and Blender, 
of light complexion and with a thin, 
sandy mustache. His right band and 
the third finger of his left hand were 
amputated some years ago on account of 
' ~tinea received in a railway accident. 


ile claims to have been an ordained 


minister of tbe Baptist church and a 
deputy United States marshal iu -the 
state of Kentucky. 


A BA.ITI8T JUNISTKIl. 


He began by saying: "I wan some 


years ago ordained in Bowling Green, 
Ey,, as a minister ot the Baptist cburch. 
[ wont to Ban- Francisco two years ago 
last July from Arizona with the intention 
of preaching the gospel. I brought witb 
me letters of recommendation directed to 
bho pastor of the Marine cbnrch in San 
BVnncisco, although that is iiot a Baptist 
charch. 
"I told them I had just completed my 


course in theology and had but very lit- 
tle means and that I would like to get 
their assistance in scouring employment. 
They promised to do what they could 
for me, but they could not find anything 
for me to do. 


'Finally I weiit to tbo rooms of life 


Young Men's Christian association and 
tboy promised to assist me. They tried, 
60 they said, to got me Bomo work, but 
in a very otflian iad way just aa tho most 
of Ohrietlati peop.e do for one another. 


FROM TUB CHUBCnEB TO TUB I'OUCH. 
"Felting to, get anything from tbe 


Dbristians I went to the police. I culled 
upon Chief 
of Police Crowloy, and 


allowed him uiy letters oi recommenda- 
tions and be put himself to tho trouble 
of writing buck oast to find out who I 
waa and all about my family. 
After hav- 


ing satleQod himeeU on that point be 
and several other persons signed a letter 
vouching for my truth nnd veracity, 


"tioon alter that I got work in tbe ma- 
chine shop of a lumbar mill iu Eureka, 
Humbuldt county, where I remained un- 
til tlie mill shut down. Returning to 
San Francisco I secured employment 
from John Foley, formerly BUpwriutend- 
ont of tho bouBo of correction. I worked 
For him as foreman of a gang of men 
grading Lombard street, from Black 
Point to the Presidio. 


A DItTKCTlVIC IN THIt 11KI.L CASK. 
I gave up that job nnd wont to work 


for Detective Brown, who was engaged 
by tlio dofonsQ in tho case of Sidney 
Boll, charged with having committed 
tbo JacobHon murder. I had been en- 
gaged iu the cflao but a little while when 
Kev. T. Chalmers Ens ton and Detective 
Brown came to the conclusion that there

and threw me into jail. Captain Lees 
told mo that it ivaa not worth while re- 
maining in Sim Fntncisco on behalf of 
Hell, and that if I-wont on the stfiii'l to 
testify in hia bubal f he would arrctit mo 
for perjiiry. The defectivea told mo 
thtft if I would loavfl town thoy wanld 
reletteu me. I neat lor Mr. Bull's attor- 
ney to como and h?lp me, but thny 
would not havo anything to do with my 
caee, find having no other resource 1 told 
the police 1 would go, and they accord- 
ingly roloaacd me, 


KOLI.OWIKd THE l-'AIRB. 


'The next place I went to was Sacra- 


mento to tho State fair, nnd followed the 
fairs around on the circuit. I was very 
familiar with raceJiorseE, and I made my 
livelihood by playing the races. 


"I was offered a job training some race 


horses at Merced, and from there I ciitne 
to Fresno, intending to remain here for 
a few days until the Bakersfleld fair com- 
menced. While at Merced I made tho 
acquaintance of Goodrich, tho colored 
,man, and I met him hero on the street 
by chance,

"On tho last evening of the revival 


services in the Baptist charch led by
